GERMAN ERFORTS FAIL 


Impossible to Destroy the Xatioul 


. UDlty pf Belgium. 


..'AMSTEKDAil, Jan. 26,—Jitter more 
than -three years of'effort the German 
aurhorities-in Belgium have to admit 
the failure of their attempt to drive a 
wedge between the two races and 
languages in Belgium. The unity of 
Belgium still exists, arid, tiero arc 
signs that the Germans have given 
up, at least for the time being, their 
attempt to break it up.

The authority for this statement is 


the. German, propagandist -weekly iu 
Holland, the Toekomst, wnicb. states 
that the present-policy, of the Gover- 
nor-General in Brussels 
is 
"more 


moderate," and, that "Berlin approves 
this policy asr a means 
of gaining 


peace." The article concludes by ad- 
vising the advocates of the former 
German policy to "steer a middle 
course and give up their.flourishes o£ 
rhetoric."
